This  food 
supply  will  be  gathered  from  your 
garden  plantings  if  birds  can  f>e  in 
duced  to  take  up  residence  on  your 
grounds. 

Wrens  raise  two  broods  of  from 
six  to  eight  young  each  year,  moving 
into  a  different  house  for  the  second 


brood.  It  is  therefore  well  to  supply 
two  houses  for  each  pair  you  hope  to 
accommodate.  Year  after  year  they 
will  return  to  the  same  houses  and, 
with  much  song  and  flurry,  do  their 
own  thorough  spring  house-cleaning 
and  raise  their  little  broods.  On  our 
immediate  grounds  we  have  had  as 
many  as  six  pairs  nesting  at  the  same 
time. 

Wrens  are  friendly  and  companion¬ 
able  little  birds  and  will  appreciate  a 
house  near  your  own.

The  Flicker  is  one  of  our  most 
useful  birds  and  as  such  is  en¬ 
titled  to  full  protection  and  care.

Every  effort  should  be  made 
to  encourage  these  useful  birds 
to  select  our  gardens  for  their 
homes.  “Jenny  Wren”  has  per¬ 
sonally  approved  each  of  the 
four  designs  shown  here,  as  we 
have  had  her  nesting  in  each 
type  of  house  on  our  grounds. 

Do  not  fail  to  make  provision 
in  a  secluded  spot  in  your  gar¬ 
den  for  the  colorful  bluebirds. 

These  birds  like  privacy  and  will 
select  a  site  usually  removed 
from  dwellings.  Bluebirds  raise  two  and  even  three 
broods  a  year  for  whose  sustenance  they  will  glean  many 
kinds  of  insects  from  your  garden.  The  chief  item  of 
bluebird  diet  is  the  grasshopper  and  for  {his  reason,  if  no 
other,  they  should  be  encouraged 'to  remain  with  us. 

We  feature  here  a  house  particularly  adapted  to  their 
use.  This  style  of  house  may  be  hung  from  a  tree  branch 
or  hung  over  a  nail  or  screw  on  a  convenient  post.  A 
small  hole  drilled  in  the  back  of  this  house  is  for  this 
latter  purpose.
